July 25.—Caught 
Uke ra ts In a trap when w ater rushed 
Into th e roan way of Superba No. 2 
min* at E vans station, th ree miles 
north of Uniontow n, following a cloud­ 
burst, th irteen 
men 
were drow ned 
and thirty-seven eseaped a fter a most 
h arrow in g experience. 
T he men were 
Crowned about 4,000 feet from th* 
m outh of the mine, their only avenue 
o f escape. 
The m ajority of the vic­ 
tim s w ere m arried and had large fam i­ 
lies. 
N early all were foreigners. 
It is r e l a t e d that at least one more 
victim, an unidentified foreigner, will 
be added to the list of dead. 
Ile was 
passed by o th er men in the m ine when 
th e y escaped, refusing to accom pany 
th em to a place of safety. 
The men who escarped w ere forced 
to half swim and half walk to the pit 
m outh through w ater ranging in depth 
lr* un th eir waists to their necks. Many 
arere knocked down by tim bers that 
■were sen t down the m ine with great 
velocity in the raging cu rrent. Several 
m en were being carried back in the 
•nine when rescued by their com pan­ 
ions, who risked their lives. 
It wag stated by officials of th e Su- 
oerba com pany that k will take at 
least sixty days to clear the mine of 
w a te r and until that time bodies must 
rem ain in th e w ater in which they 
perished 
The wives and families of the min­ 
ers, 
when 
the 
alarm 
was 
raised, 
Tushed to a largn hole m ade by the 
rush ing 
w ater at th e m anhole and 
frantically threw sticks, stones, hushes, 
poles and w hatever other tim b er they 
•co ld find into the w ater to stop Its 
ru sh Into th e m ine 
Failing in that 
they rushed to th e m outh of the mine 
and would have dashed In had they 
not been stopped. 
T he women and children rem ained 
a t the m outh of the mine, refusing to 
re tu rn hom e until an attem pt had been 
m ad e to rescue their husbands and 
fathers. 
Several largs pum ps will be 
placed In the m ine and everything 
possible will be done to get to the 
place w here th e bodies are located. 
The w ater rose so quickly following 
th e cloudburst that It practically de­ 
stroyed all railroad and stre e t rail­ 
ways In F ay ette county.

Any persons who wish mail at gen­ 
eral delivery window* instead of th eir 
hom e addresses here afte r m ay be re 
quired to give their reasons in w rit­ 
ing 
Many com plaints have been received 
by the postoffice dep artm en t th at serv 
ice at general delivery windows was 
being im properly used by minors, p ar­ 
ticularly young girls, and by residents 
ordinarily served by mall carriers. 
U nder the postal regulation* minor* 
m ay be required to furnish the names 
of their parents, in order th at they 
m ay be notified and have an oppor­ 
tun ity to control the delivery of mall 
to their children.

ENDOWS POOR BOYS' HOME 


M a jo r 
A n d r e w 
D r u m m , 
M illio n a ir e 


C a tt le m a n , G ives $650,000. 


Once a poor aud friendless boy, Ma­ 
jor Andrew Prnm m of Kansas City, 
president of a live stock commission 
compo ny, one of the big cattlemen of 
the southwest nnd a millionaire, Is go­ 
ing to provide a home for poor and 
friendless boys and endow It with 
$500,000. 
The home itself will repre­ 
sent un investment of nearly $150,000. 
The first step in Mr. Drum m ’s plan 
was the purchase of the 372 acre farm 
of the late Alexander Fraser, near 
Lee's Summit, Mo., at a cost of $85,OOO. 
This Is to be the site of the home. 
There are now a fourteen room house 
nnd all necessary farm buildings on 
the place. 
The dwelling will lie en­ 
larged. 
Major D rum m ’s home Is not 
Intended to be a charitable institution 
In any way, but a place where ambi­ 
tious boys without an opportunity may 
fit themselves by study to make op­ 
portunities for themselves 
It is to be 
more in Hie nature of a free industrial 
boarding school. 
When the plans are all completed 
Major Drumm will turn the whole In­ 
stitution over to the city with the en­ 
dowment, which will operate It with­ 
out cost to the city. 
Major Drum m is now eighty-four 
years old. 
He was born in Ohio. 
When he was eighteen years old lie 
left that state and went to California 
with the forty-niners.
